The shelf provides a seat as wel 
as a "counter" 01 which to turn ou 
molds and from which to 'sell" "cakes 
pies, etc. 
A dozen blocks the size of brick 


(8 inches long).4 cut from a Z by 4 
inch board, are a valuable addition 
being useful for walls and roofs o 
buildings, fences, bridges, etc. Smal 
garden tools, or^ a large spoon shoul< 
be a part of the.equipment. Dampen 
the sand occasionally and keep bot 
tics or other articles of glass out o 
the box.

Comparing the eye to a camera, the 
ight passes through the objective lens, 
focuses and forms a picture on the 
sensitive plate in the camera: in the 
same way the light passes through the 
pupil and crystalline lens, focuses and 
forms a picture on the retina in the 
eye. The retina is the end of thr optic 
nerve, spread out In the eye Hk«- an 
opened blossom, and is shown in th» 
last illustration.

distinct pictures at one distance only. 
Adjustment of a folding camera is 
made by moving the lens back or 
forth from the sensitive plate until 
the position puinp the clearest image 
on the plate is located. 


The act of adjusting the eye for 


various distances is accomplished by 
means of a small lens, clastic and 
crystal-like, shaped like a discus and 
located immediately behind the pupil 
of the eje, its front surface touching 
the back of the iris or coloring of the

Carter Swoons 
As Jury Sounds 


His Death Knell 


(Continued.From Page One) 
jail into the courtroom. 
Probably 
twenty persons were on band at the 
time. 


Carter blanched perceptibly when 


tie heard the verdict. The last juror 
had been polled when the convicted 
man swayed and fell to the floor be- 
fore he could be caught. He was in 
a dead faint. Dr. McBride, who hap- 
pened to be on hand, at once gave the 
man treatment, anC he was stretched 
on the lawyers', table-in the courtroom 
and""restorativea applied. 
It is cus- 
tomary in courts of this State to sen- 
tence a convicted man at the time the 
jury returns the verdict, but as it was 
impossible to do this while the pris- 
oner was unconscious a recess was ta- 
ken while he was beinsf revived. The 
jurors stood around in knots and dia- 
cussed the case. It was nearly mid- 
night before Carter was restored. He 
left the table smiling grimly and with 
two men standing beside him stood 
before the judge to hear the fateful 
words, that he had been convicted by 
a jury of his peers and was to ex- 
piate his crjlme in the electric chair 
on September .26th. The court had 
previously conferred with Dr. Mc- 
Bride to learn the possible effect of 
sentence and is understood to have 
been told that the chances were that 
there would be no second reaction 
Carter did not collapse and was then 
led away to hi* cell. He did not e'leei) 
at all and was very restless during the 
rest of th* night. He is deeply resent- 
ful of the verdict, and appalled by 
his hopeless plight. 
Public oj'inion here is divided on 
the issue of Carter's guilt- There are 
many, discussions developed yester- 
day, who believe that he will never 
die in the chair. Reasons given are 
two fold—first, that the mental tor- 
ture of seeing the day slip by ofie by 
one until 
the 
execution date 
will 
prove fatal to a man considered by- 
alienists as a psychopath, readily 
swayed by any emotion. Others be- 
lieve that a stern fight will be made 
to spare the accused and that failing 
appeal being granted, representations 
•will be made to Governor Morrison 
and further affidavits of Carter's al- 
leged defective mental condition will 
be brought to bear. 
It is reported that the jury for an 
hour or more stood nine for convic- 
tion for flrat decree murder and three 
for second degree' murder- Later one 
of the three went over for first degree 
and Anally the other two went with 
the majority. 
The jury which tried Carter was 
composed as follows: John D. Baynes

provide a judicial council to be com- 
posed of an equal number of members

I am often 
asked to give an opinion upon tome 
Investment by an inquirer who re- 
quests a prompt answer because he 
says the offering which he Is consid- 
ering la»only good for a certain num- 
ber of days. 
He Is quite sure that 
unless he acts at once the opportunity 
will be gone forever. 
Now when any 
security seller demands an Immediate 
decision on the part of his prospective 
customer It is time to exercise the 
utmost caution. In nine cases out OT 
ten It is the sign of danger. Sound 
investment securities are always avail- 
able. 
If one chance passes another 
is sure to come. In every case take 
plenty of time to investigate. Certain- 
ly it takes a long time to save money- 
Why then *>e In a hurry 'to entrust it 
to someone else for safe keeping In 
particular be wary of anyone who tells 
you that the security he is selling is 
going- to advance within a specified 
time. Such predictions are never made 
except by the vendors of highly specu- 
lative, generally dangerously specula- 
tive, promotion stocks. 
And while 
speculators often are forced to make 
quick decisions that is never the case 
with investors. 
Investigate first. If 
you are in doubt consult someone who 
knows. Go to the bank and ask them 
how much money they will loan up- 
on the stock or bond you are thinking 
of buying. Insist on a financial state- 
ment of the corporation before invest- 
ing in its securities. If you are unable 
to analyze this etatement again ask 
advice of someone who can, prefer- 
ably a banker. 
Above all take plenty 
of time. And scan with even greater 
care any new enterprise no matter 
how attractive it may be made to 
ppear-
